TRAP CAR SERVICE 


Interest in the American Sport Is at a High 
Tide in South San Francisco 


San Francisco Paper Says This Service 
Should Be Given By All Railroads

That there is real healthy interest in base¬ 
ball in this city and, therefore, a crying need 
for a real baseball diamond is attested Joy 
the fact that teams representing six factories 
in the industrial zone and embodying about 
twenty-five men each, including rooters, play 
baseball on three nights each week oil a 
bumpy, wind-blown field on Butler road. 

Interest is growing greater with each week 
of the Enterprise Twilight Baseball League 
schedule. Each team is out to scalp every 
other team in the circuit and the games are¬ 
as hotly contested as baseball is on any 
diamond in the country. 

The players arc greatly handicapped by 
(lie lack of a good baseball field. The grounds 
in use at present are marked by ruts and 
bumps and unprotected from the winds.

the present time, is a suit filed by the bail 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, the suc¬ 
cess of which would mark another step in 
San Francisco's growth toward industrial 
supremacy. It is designed to place this city 
upon an equal basis, as to an important item 
of railroad service, with New York, Boston, 
•Chicago, New Orleans, Baltimore and other 
seaports, as well as with a host of inland 
cities. 

This is a suit to require the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe railroads to establish 
"trap-car service” to shippers in this city and 
in South San Francisco. 

As it happens, these railroads in the dim 
past began to give such service to shippers 
along the eastern shore of the bay. San 
Francisco now asks that the entire Bay 
Region enjoy the same advantage. 

“Trap-car service" is also known as 
“L. C. L.,” or “l.ess-than-carload" service. It 
means, briefly, that a manufacturer or ship¬ 
per whose plant adjoins a spur track can 
secure, for a flat sum, a car upon that spur 
track, even though the load he has to send 
is less in quantity than a full carload. The 
advantage is obvious; for in the common 
run of commerce, an overwhelming percent¬ 
age of the shipments to nearby points— 
points, for instance, within the State of 
California—are in less than carload lots. 

The Western Pacific, alone among the three 
roads now entering San Francisco, lias estab¬ 
lished such service here. Under its tariffs, a 
shipper can secure a car for a shipment of 
not less than 6,000 pounds free. If the car 
happens to be loaded oil a spur of the 
Southern Pacific or Santa Fe, the Western 
Pacific pays the switching charge. To extend 
such service uniformly to all local shippers 
would be obviously of benefit both to the 
railroads, to the shippers, and to this city 
itself.—S. F. Examiner.
